Quiet Is Gradually Being Restorea—Very 
Little Agitation. 


NEvaDA, Mo., Aug. 16.—The Vernon County 
coal miners’ strike is about ended. The va- 
rious coal mines are now running full time 
with a large force of miners. The mine op- 
erators have no grievance against those 
strikers who were forced to come out by in- 
timidations, and they will be given work 
as fast as they make application, but the 
leaders will be refused work for all time to 


come. 

tate Statistician Specks says that the min- 
ore of the Keith & Perry company during the 
past year made an average of $1.97 for each 
working day in the year, at $3.22 for 
day’s labor actually ormed. 

A carioad of negroes imported Monday have 
refused to goto work. They claim the com- 
pany misrepresented matters to them, and 
as a consequence they refuse to go to work.

They are holding nightly secret meetings and 
are gaining a few new miners to their ranks 
each day. 
It is a settled fact that the mine operators 
have offered the miners fair inducements to 
continue work. 
Whatever may be the outcome, it is settied 
that Sept. 1, Wich is the day forthe settle 
ment of the trouble, will pass with the loss 
of teow miners, as they have become dis- 
gusted and many of them do not know wiat 
the strike was for, as they are still working 
at the schedule rate. 
The Post-DisPaTtcn correspondent in an 
interview with the different mine operators, 
finds that they do not anticipate serious 
trouble, as they are prepared to prevent a 
riot. Everything is arranged so that at a 
short notice the miners can be protected by 
the law.

A special meeting ot the 
various trades interested will be held im- 
mediately and a course of action determined, 
The workmen:ciaim that the proposed re- 
duction is not justified; that the cut in wages 
is made to make up for a reduction in selling 
prices, which is announced simultaneously 
with the cut in wages.

Labor Men Not Disposed to Give a Dem-

SENATOR VEST’S BILL. 


| Senator Vest’s new coinage bill indicates 


considerable antiquarian knowledge but 
there is nothing in it to show acliear un- 
derstanding of the present monetary situa- 
tion or the financial needs of the country. 

The first section directs the coinage of 
silver dollars ef 464.4 grains ot pure sil- 
ver and 616 grains of standard silver; each 
half dollar shall contain 2382.2 grains of 
pure silver and 258 grains of standard sil- 
ver, and each quarter dollar shall contain 
116.1 grains of pure silver and 129 grains of 
standard silver; the dime or 10 cent piece 
shall contain 46.4 grains of pure silver and 
51.6 grains of standard silver.’’ All these 
coins are to he unlimited legal tender. 

It will be observed that the halves, 
quarters and dimes contain the same pro- 
portional quantity of pure silver as the 
dollar, which is a return to the policy 
established by Alexander Hamilton in 
1792. Under the law of that year the sub- 
sidiary coinage was of the same propor- 
tional weight and fineness as the dollar 
and wasan unlimited legal tender. The 
result was that both the dollars and the 
subsidiary coinage disappeared as fast as 
coined, being displaced by Spanish coins 
of less value, which were a full legal 
tender. 

Of course all the influences then at work 
do not now prevail, as only our own coins 
are to be legal tender, but the practice of 
maintaining parity between the unit and 
subsidiary coinage is vicious and has been 
found impolitic in practice. The small 
change should be removed from the hazards 
of exportation to which the unit is ex- 
posed from fluctuations of the metal’s in- 
trinsic value. 

The provision in the fourth section put- 
ting an end tothe legal tender quality of 
the present silver coinage at the expiration 
of two years is also liable to adverse criti- 
cism. The time given for the transition is 
too short. If we are to have a silver mono- 
metallism at all the coins now current and 
in the Treasury are likely to be needed to 
make payments. 

Even from Senator Vest’s own point of 
view these two provisions are indefensible. 
The bill as introduced is a crude essay, and 
will not be passed over the President's 
veto. 


DANGEROUS “ADVICE. 

The application by a citizen for a war- 
rant for the arrest of a police officer who 
forcibly entered his house and arrested 
him without a legal warrant is the first 
fruit of the decision of Judge Claiborne 
sustaining police officers in such entry and 
arrest upon mere information, It will be 
lucky for the city if it bears no worse fruit, 
forin the vague and ill-defined form in 
which Judge Claiborne has given his opin- 
ion to the public it embodies dangerous 
advice to police officers and it would be a 
good thing to have a test case passed upon 
by a court of authority in order that the 
rights of law officers and the rights of cit- 
izens in this matter may be clearly and 
authoritatively defined. 

We presume that Judge Claiborne meant 
to say that ifin the discharge of his duty 
a peace officer knowing an offense to. have 
been committed, and the offender to be in 
a certain house, entered that house and 
arrested him, and the evidence supported 
his action, he would hold him warranted 
in such duty and arrest. But his manner 
of saying it gives vague and dangerous 
range to the power of the police officer, He 
has failed to define the rights of police 
officers and the rights of citizens, and to 
point out the risks of forcible entry into a 
home for search and arrest. He has not 
called attention to the right of resistance 
to forcible entry into and search of houses 
and seizure of inmates without warrant of 
law. He has practically advised law offi- 
cers that they can, without witnessing the 
offense and upon mere information, which 
they regard as reliable, forcibly enter a 


‘| house to search for and seize an offender 


they believe to be therein, without warn- 
ing them of the risks they run in so doing. 

The law officer who actsin accordance 
with this opinion as Officer O’ Hara did in 
the case in question takes hie life in his 
hands and runs againsta constitutional 
and fundamental right of citizens to 
**esecurity in their persons, papers, homes 
and effects from unreasonable searches and 
seizures.’’ The constitution and laws 
throw the strongest safeguards around the 
homes aud persons of the people ageinst 
unwarranted invasion and seizure. 
constitution forbids the issuance of a war- 
rant to search or seize without description 
of the place to be searched or the person or 
thing to be seized, or without probable 
cause supported by oath -or affirmation 
reduced to writing. The poorest and the 
richest are alike protected. 

Information, therefore, cannot be sub- 
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te citizen wh 01 forcible otis, 
2 0 his house without showing a 
legal warrant, by force of arms if neces- 


“| sary. If pushed to extremities he is war- 


ranted in killing the invader in protection 
of his home from illegal invasion and his 
person and the persons of his household 
from illegal seizure. The officer who at- 
tempts to Invade a house without a war- 
rant assumes all the risks of resistance and 
of subsequent punishment should he be in 
error. ; 

The police should be protected in all 
legal efforts to catch law-breakers, but the 
rights of citizens cannot be trampled down 
to that end. 
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A VALUABLE DEFEAT. 

We have more cause for rejoicing over 
our defeat on the basic points of the dis- 
pute in the Bebring'e Sea case than over 
our practical victory in securing stringent 
regulations for the protection of the Alas- 
kan seal fisheries. The decision is the best 
that could have been rendered, and this 
fact is sufficient commentary on the folly 
of the mare clausum contention which 
Secretary Bayard set up by implication 
and which has made this Government 
ridiculous in the whole controversy with 
Great Britain. 

The arbitrators could not seriously en- 
tertain the proposition to establish private 
ownership over so vast a body of open sea, 
but if they had sustained the point we 
would have lost more by our victory than 
by defeat. Great Britain would have been 
quick to adopt the ruling as a pretext for 
shutting us out of the Canadian fisher- 
ies and to use it to her advantage 
in all her Colonial possessions. Other na- 
tions would undoubtedly have seized, the 
precedent asa basis of claim to jurisdi o- 
tion over large parts of the common high- 
ways on the seas of all nations. It 
would have given rise to numerous 
costly ands dangerous disputes. As a 
nation without colonial claims. or posses- 
sions and without desire to enterintoa 
policy of colonial acquisition in competi- 
tion with» Eufopean nations the United 
States would probably have been the great- 
est sufferers from such a ruling. 

We are lucky therefore that we lost, and 
while the trial of this case by an arbitra- 
tion tribunal is a shining example of the 
triumph of civilization it was in reality a 
costly farce growing out of an idiotic 
blunder. 
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STARVATION AND PLENTY. 

There is food for thought in Comptroller 
Eckels’ saying that ‘‘the situation to-day 
might be termed starvation in the midst of 
plenty.’’ He referred practically to the 
‘*plenty’’ of currency of which we have 
an abundance, but the words have a wider 
application, as a moment’s consideration 
will show. 

In the United States are found all that 
goes to make a nation prosperous. We 
have all sorts of climates and soils in 
which all the necessaries of life may be 
produced. Our mineral resources are 
practically inexhaustible and comprise 
every useful metal. Food may be pro- 
duced in over abundance, the materials of 
clothing are scattered in profusion. A 
looker on from another planet would con- 
clude that we were the happiest people in 
the universe, blessed with all that a benefi- 
cent Providence could possibly grant. 

And yet the workersin the Eastern fac- 
tories are starving, the miners of Pennsy!- 
vania seldom work full time and just now 
are wondering how they are to get their 
next meal, the farmers of Nebraska and 
Kansas have not clothing enough to keep 
them warm, and many cannot procure the 
coal which the Pennsylvania miner would 
like to sell them. Wheat which the Hast- 
ern worker needs to keep him alive is a 
drug on the Western producers’ hands. 
Mr. Eckels is literally right. We are starv- 
ing in the midst of\plenty. 

We cannot say that nature is at fault. 
She has done all that can be done. The 
tault is in man, who interferes with the 
ordinances of nature, tries to improve 
them or set them aside. Every such in- 
terference in the past has resulted in dis- 
aster. Italways has been soand always 
will be. Politicians must reform in this 
particular, They must find out nature’s 
ways,or God’s ways, andconform to them. 
To do otherwise isacrime which can be 
excused only on the plea of ignorance. 

We in this country are peculiarly culp- 
able in this respect. We started right, 
with the best understanding of the nature 
and functions of government. But we 

astray and ever since have been try- 
ing toimprove God’s handiwork by legis- 
lative tinkering. Starvation in the midst 
of plenty is the consequence. We cannot 
complain if retribution has overtaken us. 
But we can reform, go back to the doc- 
trine of non-interference with private 
business concerns which is the doctrine of 
Democracy. Until this is done we shall 
suffer from these periodical depressions 
which are the manifestations of nature’s 
resentment at the 9 — ot man
